1. The council shall adopt an application form 
that is approved by the Ministry of Housing 
for the receipt of applications under sub- 
section | of section 33 of the Act. 


2. The council shall assign to each application 
received under subsection 1 of section 33 of 
the Act a file number consisting of the 
figures ‘‘25’’, the letter ““T’’, the last two 
figures of the year in which the application 
is received and a number corresponding 
to the order in which the application is 
received commencing with ‘‘001’’, and anew 
series of numbers shall be commenced 
each year.

(z) “‘retire’” means retire from service and 
“‘retirement”’ has a corresponding meaning ; 


(j) “supplementary agreement” means an 
agreement entered into under this Regu- 
lation for the provision of supplementary 
benefits.

MANAGEMENT AND ADMINISTRATION 
2.—(1) The Board shall be composed of, 
(a) three officials of the Province of Ontario; 


(b) two persons who are members of the 
council of a participating municipality 
or of a participating local board of a 
municipality ; and 


(c) six persons who are employees of an 
employer who has elected to participate 
in the System, at least two of whom 
shall be officers of such an employer. 


(2) The members of the Board shall be ap- 
pointed by the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
and shall hold office for three years or such lesser 
period as the Lieutenant Governor in Council 
may determine and until their successors are 
appointed. 


(3) If any member of the Board ceases to hold the 
qualifications necessary for his appointment, he there- 
upon ceases to be a member of the Board and 
another eligible person shall be appointed as soon 
as is practicable and the person so appointed shall 
hold office for the unexpired portion of the term of the 
member he replaces. 


(4) A majority of the members of the Board con- 
stitutes a quorum. 


(S) The Board shall elect from its members a 
chairman and a vice-chairman. 


(6) Every cheque issued by the Board shall be 
signed by the executive-director and an employee 
designated by the Board and the signatures may be 
written or mechanically reproduced on the cheques 
as determined by the Board. 


(7) The fiscal year of the Board is the calendar year. 


(8) The Board shall forward a copy of the annual 
report to every participating employer and may 
furnish a copy to any member upon request.

(2) When an employer fails to pay to the Board’ 
the contributions within the time limited in cube 
section 1 there shall be charged to the employer 
one-half of 1 per cent of the amount of the unpaid 
contributions on the first day of each subsequent | 
month until the total amount due has been paid. 
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(3) An employer shall provide the executive- 
director with the name, sex, date of birth, marital 
status, earnings and service of each member and 
such other information as may be necessary for 
'the administration of the System. 


(4) Every member shall be provided with an 
explanation, in writing, of the contributions required 
_and of the pension benefits provided under the Act 
and this Regulation. O. Reg. 456/75, s. 5. 


PARTICIPATION BY EMPLOYERS 


~ 6.—(1) Anemployer may participate in the System 
by submitting an election in writing to the 
executive-director. 








(2) The effective date with respect to employees 
or councillors may be the first day of any month 
within the year in which the executive-director 
receives the employer’s election to participate in the 
System in respect of such employees or councillors. 


(3) Where an employer has elected to participate 
in the System a contribution is not payable and 
shall not be paid under an approved pension 
plan by or on behalf of an employee who is, or is 
entitled to be, a member of the System unless the 
contribution is for the purpose of providing a benefit 
that is not available under this Regulation. O. Reg. 
456/75, s. 6. 


MEMBERSHIP 


7.—(1) Subject to subsections 2 and 3, every 
employee who is employed on a continuous full-time 
basis by an employer who has elected to participate 
in the System, 


(a) if his employment on such basis commenced 
before the effective date, is entitled to 
become a member; and 


(b) if his employment on such basis commenced 
on or after the effective date, shall become a 
member on a day fixed by the employer that 
is within twelve months after the day on 
which the employee became employed on 
a continuous full-time basis. 


(2) If on the effective date the employer is required 
to make contributions to an approved pension plan 
under the terms of a bargaining agreement, an 
employee to whom the agreement applies, 


(a) if his employment on a continuous full- 
time basis commenced before the date the 
agreement is terminated or before the Ist 
day of July, 1968, whichever is earlier, is 
entitled to become a member on or after a 
day fixed by the employer if 75 per cent of 
such employees who are undex normal retire- 
ment age, apply to become members; and 
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(0) if his employment on a continuous full- 
time basis commenced after the date the 
agreement is terminated or after the 1st 
day of July, 1968, whichever is earlier, 
shall become a member on a day fixed by 
the employer that is within twelve months 
after the day on which the employee became 
employed on a continuous full-time basis. 


(3) If the employer makes contributions to an 
approved pension plan, an employee, other than an 
employee referred to in subsection 2, whose employ- 
ment on a continuous full-time basis commenced 
before the effective date, is entitled to become a 
member on or after a day fixed by the employer 
if 75 per cent of such employees who are under 
normal retirement age, apply to become members. 


(4) Every employee of an employer who has 
elected to participate in the System and who is 
employed on other than a continuous full-time basis 
is entitled to become a member if the employer 
approves that such employees should become mem- 
bers and at least 75 per cent of such employees 
apply to become members. 


(5) The Board may, in any case, determine if an 
employee is employed on a continuous full-time 
basis. 


(6) Except where an employee is required to 
become a member under clause b of subsection 1 or 
clause 6 of subsection 2, an employee who is entitled 
to become a member becomes a member on the first 
day of the month following the month in which 
his application is received by the executive-director, 
provided that the executive-director may at the 
request of the employer fix an earlier day on which 
the employee becomes a member but not before 
the day on which the employee became entitled to 
be a member or the first day of January in the year 
in which the application is received by the executive- 
director, whichever is the later date. 


(7) If a member transfers to the service of 
another employer, this section and sections 6, 9 and 
10 apply as if he had not been a member before 
his transfer. 


(8) Notwithstanding subsection 7, where two or 
more employers are amalgamated, the new employer 
shall be deemed to have elected to participate in the 
System on the date of the amalgamation in respect 
of the employees and councillors, if any, of the 
former employers who were members of the System 
on the day immediately preceding such date and 
who are employed by the new employer on such 
date or are members of the council of the new 
employer on such date. 


(9) Every councillor of a municipality that has 
elected to participate in the System in respect of 
councillors, 
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(a) 1f he became a councillor of the munici- 
pality before the effective date with respect 
to councillors shall become a member on 
the effective date; and 


(6) if he became a councillor of the munici- 
pality after the effective date with respect 
to councillors, shall become a member on 
the date on which he becomes a councillor 
of the municipality. O. Reg. 456/75, s. 7. 


8. Notwithstanding section 7, every person who, 
on the 3ist day of December, 1965 was contrib- 
uting to a pension plan established under The 
Power Commission Insurance Act and is employed 
by an employer who has elected to participate 
in the System is entitled to become a member ona day 
fixed by the employer.

CONTRIBUTIONS BY MEMBERS 


9.—(1) Every member shall contribute to the Fund 
by payroll deduction a percentage of his earnings 
while he is an employee or councillor of an employer 
who participates in the System. 


(2) The amount of contributions payable by a 
member under subsection 1 in respect of his earnings 
in any pay period shall in the case of a member whose 
normal retirement age is, 


(a) 65 years, be 5% per cent of his earnings 
in the pay period reduced by 1% per cent 
of that portion of his earnings in the pay 
period which if computed on an annual basis 
would not exceed the Years Maximum 
Pensionable Earnings as defined in the 
Canada Pension Plan: or 


(b) 60 years, be 614 per cent of his earnings 
in the pay period reduced by 1% per cent 
of that portion of his earnings in the pay 
period which if computed on an annual basis 
would not exceed the Years Maximum 
Pensionable Earnings as defined in the 
Canada Pension Plan. 


(3) At the option of the employer, the amount 
of contribution payable by a member under sub- 
section 1 shall, instead of being computed in 
accordance with subsection 2, for ranges in earnings 
not exceeding $10 monthly be computed on the 
average of the highest and lowest amounts in the 
range. | 


(4) Where a member is receiving a periodic 
payment under an income replacement plan as defined 
in subsection 8 in respect of his employment by an 
employer who has elected to participate in the 
System, subject to concurrence of the employer 
having been filed with the executive-director in 
writing, the member may make a contribution to 
the Fund in each month while he is receiving such 
a periodic payment. 
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(5) The contribution of a member under sub- 
section 4 shall be calculated as prescribed in sub- 
section 2 based on the member’s monthly earnings 
at the time he commenced to receive a_ periodic 
payment under an income replacement plan. 


(6) No contribution may be made by a member 
under subsection 4 after he attains his normal 
retirement age or while he is receiving a pension 
under section 13 or 15. 


(7) Where contributions are made by a member 
under subsection 4, 


(a) the employer shall remit to the Fund such 
contributions together with the amounts 
required to be contributed by the employer 
with respect thereto; 


(b) the earnings and contributory earnings of 
the member shall, for all purposes of this 
Regulation, include all amounts with 
respect to which contributions are made 
by a member under subsection 4; and 


(c) for the purposes of this Regulation, during 
the period when he is in receipt of pay- 
ments under an income replacement plan, 
regardless of whether he continues to have 
the status of an employee with respect 
to the employer, a member shall be regarded 
as an employee of the employer. 


(8) For the purposes of this section, ‘income 
replacement plan” includes, 


(a) a disability income plan to which the 
employer has made a contribution and 
which is underwritten by an insurance 
company licensed to do business in Ontario; 


(5) the provisions for periodic benefits under 
The Workmen's Compensation Act; and 


(c) the provisions for periodic benefits in 
respect of illness under the Unemployment 
Insurance Act (Canada). 


(9) Contributions made by members shall not be 
withdrawn from the Fund in whole or in part 
while the member remains an employee or councillor. 


(10) In addition to the contributions payable by © 
a member under this section, the member shall pay | 
into the Fund such special contributions as may be — 
payable by the member under section 10. O. Reg. 
456 /75, s. 9. 


CONTRIBUTIONS BY EMPLOYERS 


10.—(1) The Board, on the advice of the actuary, 
Shall from time to time fix, 
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(a) the rates to be used to calculate the 
amount of contributions to be paid into the 
Fund by an employer in respect of the 
earnings of members; and 


(b) the special contribution, if any, to be paid 
into the Fund in respect of the employees 
of an employer, 


(i) on whose behalf a contribution 
has been made to an approved 
pension plan by the employer, after 
the ist day of January, 1969, and 


(ii) who become members after the Ist 
day of January, 1969. 


(2) The rates fixed under this section shall be a 
percentage of the earnings of the members after 
a date prescribed by the Board and shall be basic 
rates applicable to all employers, 


(a) in respect of members whose normal 
retirement age is sixty-five years; and 





(b) in respect of members whose normal 
retirement age is sixty years. 


(3) The special contribution fixed under this 
section shall be the amount by which the con- 
tributions that would have been paid by the employer 
and the employees in respect of the earnings of the 
employees for service in the employment of the 
employer after the Ist day of January, 1969 and 
before the date on which they become members, 
plus interest thereon as determined by the Board, 
exceed the present value of the benefits in respect of 
_ such earnings. 


(4) The special contribution fixed under this 
section is payable by the employer or the employees 
_or by both of them in the proportion agreed to by the 
employer and a majority of the employees or, failing 
an agreement, in equal shares. 


(5) The contributions to be paid by the employer 
to the Fund each month in respect of rates fixed 
under this section shall be determined by multiply- 
ing the monthly earnings of the members by the 
rates fixed by the Board under this section. 


(6) The special contribution fixed under this 
section is payable to the Fund on or before the last 
day of the month next following the month in which 
the amount of the special contribution is fixed by the 
Board, or in five equal annual installments com- 
mencing in such month, plus interest thereon as 
determined by the Board, or in such manner as may 
be agreed upon by the Board and the employer. 


(7) The rates under this section shall be such 
that, in the opinion of the actuary, the con- 
tributions to be paid by the employers, together 

with, 
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the special contributions to be paid under 
this section;

— 


(b) the contributions to be paid by the 
members under section 9; and 


(c) the interest earned on the investments 
of the Fund, 


shall provide for the payment of the benefits and 
the expenses under this Regulation. O. Reg.

NORMAL RETIREMENT 


11.—(1) The normal retirement age of a memberis, 
(a) sixty-five years; or 


(b) sixty years when a member is a police- 
man or fireman and the employer files 
proof acceptable to the executive-director 
that all policemen or firemen of the employer 
are entitled to retire at age sixty. 


(2) An employer may at any time change the 
normal retirement age of a member who is a police- 
man or fireman from sixty-five years to sixty 
years by filing proof acceptable to the executive- 
director that all policemen or firemen of the 
employer are entitled to retire at age sixty. 


(3) If an employer changes the normal retirement 
age of a member who is a policeman or fireman 
from sixty-five to sixty years under subsection 2, 
on payment into the Fund of a sum of money 
equal to 2 per cent of the member’s contributory 
earnings plus interest as determined by the Board 
for the period during which his normal retirement 
age was sixty-five years, it shall be deemed that the 
member’s normal retirement age was sixty years 
for his entire period of contributory service, and if 
the sum of money or any portion thereof is paid 
by the member, that amount shall be deemed to be a 
contribution by the member under section 9. 


(4) Where the sum of money referred to in sub- 
section 3 is not paid into the Fund, that portion 
of the member’s pension based on his contributory 
earnings while his normal retirement age was 
sixty-five years shall be actuarially reduced on the 
same basis as an early retirement pension payable 
under subsection 4 of section 15. 


(5) The normal retirement date of a member is 
the last day of the month in which the member 
attains his normal retirement age. O. Reg. 456/75, 
Bit. 


NORMAL RETIREMENT PENSIONS 
12.—(1) Every member who retires on or after 


his normal retirement date is entitled to receive a 
pension in respect of his contributory earnings. 
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(2) A pension under this section is payable to a 
member for his life commencing on the first day of 
the month next following the month of his retire- 
ment. 


(3) The annual amount of pension payable to a 
member under this section is, 


(a) 2 per cent of his contributory earnings 
before the Ist day of January, 1968 and 2.2 
per cent of his contributory earnings on or 
after the Ist day of January, 1968, reduced 
in the same proportion that the contri- 
butions of the member are reduced under 
section 9; 


10 per cent of the amount of pension 
calculated under clause a in respect of the 
contributory earnings of the member before 
the Ist day of January, 1971; 


5 per cent of the amount of pension cal- 
culated under clause a in respect of the 
contributory earnings of the member before 
the Ist day of January, 1972, plus 5 per cent 
of the amount of pension determined under 
clause 0; 


S per cent of the amount of pension 
calculated under clause a in respect of the 
contributory earnings of the member before 
the 1st day of January, 1973, plus 5 per cent 
of the amount of pension determined under 
clauses b and c; and 


5S per cent of the amount of pension cal- 
culated under clause a in respect of the 
contributory earnings of the member be- 
fore the ist day of January, 1974, plus 
5 per cent of the amount of pension 
determined under clauses b,c and d. O. Reg. 
456 /75, s. 12. 


DISABILITY RETIREMENT PENSIONS 


13.—(1) Every member whoretires because of total 
and permanent disability is entitled to receive a 
pension in respect of his contributory earnings if 
he has completed ten years of service. 


(2) A pension under this section is payable to 
the member for his life, commencing on the first 
day of the month next following the month of his 
retirement, and if the member ceases to be 
totally and permanently disabled before his normal 
retirement date his pension shall be suspended 
until, 


(a) the month in which a pension under 
section 12 or 15 becomes payable; or 


(6) the month in which the member again 
becomes totally and permanently disabled, 


whichever ‘is the earlier month. 
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(3) The annual amount of pension payable to a 
member under this section shall be calculated 
in the manner prescribed in subsection 3 of section 
12; 


(4) A member shall, with the approval of the 
executive-director, be considered to be totally 
and permanently disabled as of the date set out in 
a certificate of a legally qualified medical practitioner 
appointed by the Board as the date upon which 
the member became incapable of engaging in 
gainful employment during the remainder of his 
life because of mental or physical impairment. 


(5) Every member who is receiving a pension 
under this section shall, at the request of the 
executive-director and at the expense of the 
Fund, submit from time to time to a medical 
examination bya legally qualified medical practitioner 
appointed by the Board, but such an examination 
shall not be required more frequently than once 
a year and not after the normal retirement date of the 
member. 


(6) If a member fails within thirty days of a 
request to submit to a medical examination in ac- 
cordance with subsection 5, the member shall be 
deemed not to be totally and permanently disabled. 


(7) Notwithstanding subsection 3, the amount of 
pension payable to a member in any month before his 


normal retirement date, under this section, together — 


with any amount of compensation payable to the 
member with respect to that month under The Work- 
men's Compensation Act shall not exceed 75 per cent 
of the monthly rate of earnings of the member im- 
mediately preceding his retirement. 


(8) A member may appeal to the Board any 


decision of the executive-director under this section 
and the decision of the Board is final. O. Reg. 
456/75, s. 13. 


PENSIONS TO WIDOWS, WIDOWERS OR CHILDREN 
14.—(1) A pension is payable under this section 


on the death of a member before or after the 
commencement of his pension, 


(a) to the widow or widower of the member, | 


if such widow or widower married the 
member before the member’s 
became payable; and 


pension — 


to each child of the deceased member 
under the age of eighteen years and to 
each child of the deceased member who | 








is under the age of twenty-one years > 


and who is attending, on a full-time 


basis, an educational institution of a class | 


determined by the Board, where, 


(i) at the death of the member there 


is no widow or widower of the member _ 
entitled to receive a pension under | 


this section, or 
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(ii) the widow or widower of the mem- 
ber who was entitled to a pension 
under this section has died or re- 
married. 


(2) A pension payable to a person under this 
section is payable on the first day of the month 
next following the month in which the person 
becomes entitled to the pension and is payable 
monthly thereafter, 


(a) to a widow or widower until her or his 
death or remarriage; and 


(b) to a child until his death or his eight- 
eenth birthday, or until his twenty-first 
birthday so long as he is attending an 
educational institution as provided for in 
subsection 1. 


(3) The annual amount of pension payable under 
this section, 


(a) to a widow or widower shall be one-half of 
the annual amount of pension determined in 
accordance with subsection 3 of section 12 
in respect of the contributory earnings of 
the member, but the pension payable to the 
widow or widower shall be reduced by 2% 
per cent for each complete year that her or 
his age is more than ten years less than the 
age of the deceased member and where 
there are surviving children of the member 
under the age of eighteen years, or under 
the age of twenty-one years and attending 
an educational institution as provided for 
in subsection 1, such annual amount of 
pension shall be increased in respect of each 
such child while he is under the age of 
eighteen years or under the age of twenty- 
one years and attending an educational 
institution as provided for in subsection 1, 
by one-tenth of the annual amount of 
pension determined in accordance with 
subsection 3 of section 12 in respect of 
the contributory earnings of the member, 
but in no event shall the total amount of 
such increase exceed 25 per cent of the 
annual amount of pension determined in 
accordance with subsection 3 of section 12 
in respect of the contributory earnings of 
the member; and 


(b) to a child shall be one-half of the annual 
amount of pension determined in accordance 
with subsection 3 of section 12, divided by 
the number of children of the member who 
are then surviving and are under the age of 
eighteen years or twenty-one years so long 
as the child is attending an educational 
institution as provided for in subsection 1. 


(4) A member may appeal to the Board any 
decision or determination of the executive-director 
under this section and the decision of the Board is 
final. 
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(5) Where a pension is payable to a child of a 
deceased member under the age of eighteen years, 
payment thereof may be made to the person or 
agency having custody and control of the child, 
or, where there is no person or agency having such 
custody and control, to such person or agency as 
the Board may direct, and, for the purposes of 
this section, the surviving spouse, if any, of the 
member, except where the child is living apart from 
such spouse, shall be deemed, in the absence of any 
evidence to the contrary, to be the person having 
such custody and control. O. Reg. 456/75, s. 14. 


DEFERRED PENSIONS AND 
EARLY RETIREMENT PENSIONS 


15.—(1) Ifa member ceases to be an employee or 
councillor of an employer before his normal retire- 
ment date the member is entitled to receive a 
deferred pension in respect of his contributory 
earnings. 


(2) A deferred pension under this section is payable 
to a member for his life commencing on the day 1m- 
mediately following his normal retirement date if he 
is then living. 


(3) The annual amount of deferred pension 
payable to a member under this section shall be 
calculated in the manner prescribed in subsection 
3 of section 12. 


(4) Where a member has become entitled to a 
deferred pension under this section, he may in 
lieu thereof elect to receive an early retirement 
pension payable for his life, commencing on the first 
day of any month within the ten-year period before 
his normal retirement date but after the receipt 
by the executive-director of the election of the 
member, in which event the monthly amount of 
pension payable to the member shall be actuarially 
equivalent to the benefits otherwise payable to the 
member under this section. O. Reg. 456/75, s. 15. 


OPTIONAL SETTLEMENTS 


16.—(1) A member may, by written notice to the 
executive-director, elect in lieu of any pension 
under section 12 to receive either, 


(a) an increased annual amount of pension 
payable during his life until he is entitled 
to a pension under the Old Age Security Act 
(Canada) at which time the increased annual 
amount of pension shall be reduced by the 
annual amount of his pension under the Old 
Age Security Act (Canada) which was taken 
into account in the determination of his 
increased annual amount of pension; or 


(b) an annual pension of 2 per cent of his con- 
tributory earnings before the Ist day of 
January, 1968 and 2.2 per cent of his con- 
tributory earnings on and after the Ist day 
of January, 1968 payable during his life 
until he is entitled to a pension under the 
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Canada Pension Plan, at which time the 
pension of the member shall be adjusted to 
take into account the amount by which the 
annual amount of pension under this clause 
has exceeded the amount that would have 
been payable to the member under section 
ses 


(2) For the purposes of this section a member 
shall be entitled to a pension under the Old Age 
Security Act (Canada) and under the Canada Pension 
Plan in the month in which the member would, 
on submission of a proper application therefor, be 
entitled to receive a pension under the Old Age 
Security Act (Canada) and the Canada Pension Plan. 


(3) The amount of pension payable to a member 
under this section shall be actuarially equivalent 
to the amount of pension otherwise payable to the 
member under section 12. 


(4) An election under this section by a member 
shall not be valid if, 


(a) the election is made after a pension 
has become payable to the member; 


(b) the member commences to receive a pension 
before his normal retirement date; or 


(c) the member revokes the election before 
a pension becomes payable to him. 
O. Reg. 456/75, s. 16. 


PAYMENT OF BENEFITS 


17.—(1) Pensions are payable in equal monthly 
instalments, but if the monthly instalment is less 
than $10 the executive-director may pay the ac- 
tuarially equivalent amount in quarterly, half-yearly 
or yearly instalments. 


(2) Where a member who is in receipt of a pension

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Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner's assets 


to reimburse the municipality. 


These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 


Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 


Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his liability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements

3. In this plan,

DESIGNATION OF CROP YEAR 

S. The crop year for lima beans is the period

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CONTRACT OF INSURANCE 


6. For the purpose of this plan, the entire con- 
tract of insurance for lima beans shall be deemed 
to be comprised of, 


(a) the contract of insurance in Form 1;

7. An application for insurance shall,

PREMIUMS 


12.—(1) The premium payable in respect of 
acreage under contract to a processor shall be $14.50 
for each acre of the insured crop.

TERMS AND CONDITIONS 
CAUSES OF LOSS NOT INSURED AGAINST 
1. This contract does not insure against, and no 
indemnity shall be paid in respect of a loss in the 
production of the insured crop resulting from, 
(a) the negligence, misconduct or poor farm- 


ing practices of the insured person or his 
agents or employees; 
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(b) a shortage of labour or machinery ; 


(c) insect infestation or plant disease unless 
recommended spray programs were fol- 
lowed; or 


(d) a peril other than the perils designated in 
the plan. 


EXTENT OF INSURANCE 


2.—(1) The insured person shall offer for insurance 
all acreage planted in the crop year to the insured 
crop on the farm or farms operated by him in 
Ontario, and subject to subparagraph 2, this contract 
applies to all such acreage under contract to the 
processor named in the application for insurance 
herein. 


(2) This contract does not apply to, and no 
indemnity is payable in respect of, acreage planted

VARIATION IN PLANTED ACREAGE 


3.—(1) Where the acreage planted by the insured 
person in the crop year is not the same as that 
stated in the application for insurance, the insured 
person shall, not later than the 15th day of July 
or such other date as may be determined by the 
Commission, notify the Commission in writing of the 
actual acreage planted.

MISREPRESENTATION, VIOLATION OF CONDITIONS 
OR FRAUD 
5. Where the insured person,

(11) knowingly misrepresents or fails to 


disclose any fact required to be 
stated therein; 
(0) contravenes a term or condition of the

6. No term or condition of this contract shall 
be deemed to be waived or altered in whole or in 
part by the Commission unless the waiver or altera- 
tion is clearly expressed in writing signed by the 
Commission or a representative authorized for that 
purpose by the Commission. 
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INTEREST OF OTHER PERSONS 


7. Notwithstanding that a person other than the

ASSIGNMENT OF RIGHT TO INDEMNITY 
8. The insured person may assign all or part of 
his right to indemnity under this contract in respect 
of the insured crop but an assignment is not bind- 
ing on the Commission and no payment of indemnity 


shall be made to an assignee unless, 


(a) the assignment is made on a form provided 
by the Commission; and

EVALUATION OF LOSS 


9.—(1) Where the planting of three acres or more 


of lima beans before the final planting date is | 


prevented by one or more of the designated perils, 
an indemnity shall be paid in respect of each 
unplanted acre calculated on the basis of 20 per 
cent of the guaranteed production per acre multi- 
plied by the established price per ton. 


(2) Any acreage in respect of which an indemnity 
is paid under subparagraph 1 shall be released from 
the contract of insurance, the guaranteed produc- 
tion and indemnity payable shall be reduced 
accordingly and the production from any such 
acreage planted to lima beans after the final plant- 
ing date shall not be taken into account in calculating 
the average farm yield. 


10.—(1) Where loss or damage to three acres or 
more of the insured crop occurs at any time

(a) the replanting of the damaged acreage, 
provided that the replanting is completed 
not later than the Ist day of July; 


(b) the use of the damaged acreage for an

(3) Where the damaged acreage is used for an 
alternate crop in accordance with clause b of sub- 
paragraph 1, the Commission shall pay to the insured 
person a supplementary benefit of $15 for each acre 
replanted, the replanted acreage shall be released 
from the contract of insurance and the guaranteed 
production and indemnity payable shall be reduced 
accordingly. 


11.—(1) Where harvesting has been completed, 
the amount of loss that shall be taken into account 
in the final adjustment of loss in respect of the 
total planted acreage shall be calculated by multi- 
plying the difference between the guaranteed produc- 
tion and the actual production by the established 
price per ton. 


(2) For the purpose of subparagraph 1, actual 
production shall include, 


(a) production delivered to and accepted by 
a processor ; 


(b) production delivered to and rejected by 
a processor unless the rejection resulted 
from a cause of loss designated in the 
plan ; 


(c) production harvested but not delivered to 
a processor; and

potential production of wholly or partially 
unharvested acreage unless the failure to 
harvest resulted from a cause of loss desig- 
nated in the plan. 


NOTICE OF LOSS OR DAMAGE 


12.—(1) Where loss or damage to the insured 
crop results from one or more of the perils insured 
against and the insured person intends to abandon 
or destroy the insured crop, or to replant or use the 
planted acreage for another purpose, the insured 
person shall notify the Commission in writing of 
such intention and shall take no further action 
without the consent in writing of the Commission. 


(2) Where loss or damage to the insured crop 
results from one or more of the perils insured 
against and the damage was occasioned at a readily 
ascertainable time, the insured person shall notify 
the Commission in writing within twenty-four hours 
of such time. 


(3) Where loss or damage to the insured crop 
results from one or more of the perils insured against 
and it appears, or ought reasonably to appear, to 
the insured person at any time after planting and 
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before the completion of harvesting of the insured 
crop that the potential production of the insured 
crop is less than the total guaranteed production, 
the insured person shall, as soon as the loss 
or damage is apparent, notify the Commission in 
writing forthwith. 


(4) Notwithstanding any notice given by the 
insured person under this paragraph, where on 
completion of harvesting of the insured crop, 


(a) the actual production is less than the total 
guaranteed production; and 


(b) the loss resulted from one or more of the 
perils insured against, 


the insured person shall notify the Commission in 
writing forthwith. 


ABANDONMENT, DESTRUCTION OR ALTERNATE USE 


13.—(1) Acreage planted to the insured crop shall 
not be put to another use and the insured crop shall 
not be abandoned or destroyed until the Commis- 
sion has appraised the potential production of the 
acreage. 


(2) An appraisal made under subparagraph 1 
shall not be taken into account in the final adjust- 
ment of loss where the insured person harvests the 
appraised acreage. 


ADJUSTMENT OF LOSS 


14.—(1) The indemnity payable for loss or damage 
to the insured crop shall be determined in the manner 
prescribed by this contract. 


(2) The Commission may cause the production 
of the insured crop to be appraised by any method 
that it considers proper. 


(3) No indemnity shall be paid for a loss in 
respect of the insured crop unless the insured person 
establishes, 


(a) the actual production obtained from the 
insured crop for the crop year; and 


(b) that the loss in production or part thereof 
resulted directly from one or more of the 
perils insured against. 


(4) Where a loss in production resulted partly 
from a peril insured against and partly from a 
cause of loss not insured against, the Commission 
shall determine the amount of the loss that resulted 
from the cause of loss not insured against, and the 
indemnity payable by the Commission under this 
contract shall be reduced accordingly. 


(S) The indemnity payable with respect to the 
total planted acreage in the final adjustment of 
loss shall be the sum of all loss calculations appli- 
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cable to such acreage, but where the actual produc- 
tion of any harvested acreage exceeds the guaranteed 
production of such acreage, the indemnity other- 
wise payable for a loss in production shall be 
reduced by the amount obtained by multiplying 
such excess by the established price per ton. 


PROOF OF LOSS 


15.—(1) A claim for indemnity in respect of the 
insured crop shall be made on a proof of loss form 
provided by the Commission and shall be filed with 
the Commission not later than sixty days after, 


(a) the completion of harvesting of the insured 
crop; or 


(0) the end of the crop year, 
whichever is the earlier. 


(2) Subject to subparagraph 3, a claim for 
indemnity shall be made by the insured person. 


(3) A claim for indemnity may be made, 


(a) in the case of the absence or inability of 
the insured person, by his agent; or 


(0) in the case of the absence or inability of 
the insured person or on his failure or 
refusal to do so, by an assignee under an 
assignment made in accordance with para- 
graph 8.

17.—(1) No indemnity under this contract  be- 
comes due and payable until, 


(a) the end of the crop year; and 
(6) the premium has been paid in full. 


(2) Where the indemnity payable by the Com- 
mission under this contract is established by the 
filing of a proof of loss form or by an award of an 
arbitrator or board of arbitration, it shall be paid 
within sixty days of the receipt by the Commission 


of the proof of loss form or award, as the case may 
be. 
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(3) Nothing in this paragraph prevents the Com- 
mission from paying indemnity under this contract 
at an earlier date. 

SUBROGATION 


18. Where the Commission has paid a claim under 
this contract, the Commission is subrogated to the 
extent thereof to all rights of recovery of the insured 
person against any person and may bring action in 
the name of the insured person to enforce those 
rights. 

RIGHT OF ENTRY 


19. The Commission has a right of entry to the 
premises of the insured person that may be exercised 
by agents of the Commission at any reasonable 
time or times for any purpose related to the con- 
tract of insurance. 


NOTICE 
20.—(1) Any written notice to the Commission 


shall be given by delivery thereof or by sending 
it by mail to the Commission. 
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(2) Written notice to the insured person shall be 
given by delivery thereof or by sending it by mail 
addressed to him at his last post office address on 
file with the Commission.

to be comprised of, 


(a) the contract of insurance in Form 1;

plying the difference between the guaranteed pro- 
duction and the actual production by the established 
price per ton. 


(2) For the purpose of subparagraph 1, actual 
production shall include, 


(a) production delivered to and accepted by 
a processor; 


(6) production delivered to and rejected by a 
processor unless the rejection resulted from 
a cause of loss designated in the plan; 


(c) production harvested but not delivered 
to a processor; and 


(2) potential production of wholly or partially 
unharvested acreage unless the failure to 
harvest resulted from a cause of loss desig- 
nated in the plan. 


(3) Notwithstanding subparagraph 1, where all 
or any part of the insured acreage is by-passed due 
to an insured peril, the Commission, upon application 
therefor in writing by the insured person, may 
consent in writing to the release from the contract of 
insurance of the by-passed acreage and adjust the 
loss on such acreage without regard to the production 
of any remaining acreage. 


(4) Notwithstanding subparagraph 1, the 
indemnity payable in respect of by-passed acreage 
shall be calculated on the basis of the by-passing 
record of the processor to whom the crop is 
contracted in accordance with the Table. 


MISREPRESENTATION, VIOLATION 

OF CONDITIONS OR FRAUD 

7. Where the insured person, 
(2) in his application for insurance, 

(1) gives false particulars of the insured 
crop to the prejudice of the Com- 
mission, or 

(ii) knowingly misrepresents or fails to 
disclose any fact required to be stated 


therein; 


(6) contravenes a term or condition of the 
contract of insurance; 


(c) commits a fraud in respect of the insured 
crop; or 


(2) wilfully makes a false statement in respect 
of a claim under the contract of insurance, 
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a claim by the insured person is invalid and his 
right to recover indemnity is forfeited. 


WAIVER OR ALTERATIONS 


8. No term or condition of this contract shall be 
deemed to be waived or altered in whole or in part 
by the Commission unless the waiver or alteration 
is clearly expressed in writing signed by the Com- 
mission or a representative authorized for that 
purpose by the Commission. 


INTEREST OF OTHER PERSONS 


9. Notwithstanding that a person other than the 
insured person holds an interest of any kind in the 
insured crop, for the purposes of this contract, 


(a) the interest of the insured person in the 
insured crop is deemed to be the full value 
of the crop; 


(6) except as provided in paragraph 10, no 
indemnity shall be paid to any person other 
than the insured person. 


ASSIGNMENT OF RIGHT TO INDEMNITY

binding on the Commission and no payment of

NOTICE OF LOSS OR DAMAGE 


11.—(1) Where loss or damage to the insured 
crop results from one or more of the perils insured 
against and the insured person intends to abandon 
or destroy the insured crop, or to replant or use the 
planted acreage for another purpose, the insured 
person shall notify the Commission in writing of such 
intention and shall take no further action without 
the consent in writing of the Commission. 


(2) Where loss or damage to the insured crop 
results from one or more of the perils insured 
against and the damage was occasioned at a readily 
ascertainable time, the insured person shall notify 
the Commission forthwith by telephone and shall 
confirm in writing within twenty-four hours of such 
time.

potential production of wholly or partially 
unharvested acreage unless the failure to 
harvest resulted from an insured peril. 


20b. The indemnity payable with respect to the 
total planted acreage shall be the sum of all loss 
calculations applicable to such acreage, but where 
the actual production of any acreage, as determined 
under paragraph 20a exceeds the guaranteed produc- 
tion of such acreage, the indemnity otherwise pay- 
able for a loss in production shall be reduced by the 
amount obtained by multiplying such excess by 
the established price per ton.

PLAN 


1. This plan may be cited as ‘“‘The Ontario 
Crop Insurance Plan for Burley Tobacco”. 


2. The purpose of this plan is to provide for 
insurance against a loss in the production of burley 
tobacco resulting from one or more of the perils 
designated in section 4. 

INTERPRETATION 

3. In this plan, 

(a) ‘“‘average farm yield’’ means the average 
of previous yields of the planted acreage 
computed by the Commission on _ the 
basis of acreage production records of the 
insured person or on such other basis as 


the Commission determines; 


(b) “‘barn burn’’ means leaf damage caused 
by excessive humidity at curing time; 


(c) “‘burley tobacco’’ means tobacco grown in 
Ontario under authorization of The Ontario 
Burley Tobacco Growers’ Marketing Board. 


DESIGNATION OF PERILS 


4. The following are designated as perils for the 
purpose of this plan: 


1. Barn burn. 

2. Drought. 

3. Excessive moisture. 
4. Excessive rainfall. 
5. Flood. 

6. Frost. 

7. Hail. 

8. Insect infestation. 
9. Plant disease. 


10. Wind. 
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DESIGNATION OF CROP YEAR 


5. The crop year for burley tobacco is the period 
from the Ist day of March in any year to the 
1st day of May in the year next following. 


CONTRACT OF INSURANCE 


6. For the purposes of this plan, the entire 
contract of insurance for burley tobacco shall be 
deemed to be comprised of, 


(a) the contract of insurance in the form 
prescribed by Regulation 156 of Revised 
Regulations of Ontario, 1970; 


(6) an endorsement for burley tobacco in 
Form 1; 


(c) the application for insurance in Form 2; 
and 


(d) any amendment to a document referred to 
in clause a, 6 or c agreed upon in writing. 


7. An application for insurance shall, 
(a) bein Form 2; 


(6) be accompanied by a premium deposit of 
at least $15; and 


(c) be filed with the Commission not later 
than the 15th day of May in the crop 
year in respect of which it is made or not 
later than such other date as may be 
determined from time to time by the 
Commission. 


DURATION OF CONTRACT 


8.—(1) A contract of insurance shall be in 
force for the crop year in respect of which it is 
made unless it is terminated in accordance with 
the regulations. 


(2) Notwithstanding subsection 1, the contract 
does not insure against and no indemnity shall be 
paid in respect of any loss or damage which occurs 
prior to noon on the 24th day of May in the crop 
year. 


COVERAGE 


9.—(1) The coverage provided in each crop 
year under a contract of insurance shall be 80 
per cent of the average farm yield in pounds of 
the insured person based on the production records 
of the insured person multiplied by the number 
of insured acres. 


(2) The number of pounds determined under 
subsection 1 constitutes the total guaranteed produc- 
tion under a contract of insurance. 
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(3) Where in the opinion of the Commission 
the insured person cannot provide adequate produc- 
tion records, the average farm yield shall be 
determined by the Commission on such other 
basis as it may approve. 


10. The maximum amount for which the Com- 
mission is liable for a loss in production under a 
contract of insurance shall be the amount obtained 
by multiplying the total guaranteed production 
determined under section 9 by the established 
price per pound prescribed in section 11. 


11. For the purposes of this plan the established 
price for tobacco is 60 cents per pound. 


PREMIUMS 


12.—(1) The premium payable by an insured 
person is $14.60 per acre. 


(2) The premium prescribed by subsection 1 is 
in addition to payments in respect of premiums 
made by the Government of Canada under the 
Crop Insurance Act (Canada). O. Reg. 564/75, 
Sched.

(0) the abandonment or destruction of the 
insured crop or any part thereof. 


EVALUATION OF LOSS 


2.—(1) Where loss or damage occurs at any 
time after the completion of planting, the Com- 
mission, upon application therefor in writing by 
the insured person, may consent in writing to, 
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(a) replanting of the damaged acreage and, 
in such case, the replanting shall be com- 
pleted not later than the 15th day of 
June in the crop year or not later than 
such other date as may be determined 
from time to time by the Commission; or 


(b) the use of the damaged acreage for any 
other purpose or to the abandonment or 
destruction of the insured crop on such 
damaged acreage and, in such case, the 
Commissiorf shall determine the number of 
damaged acres and the potential produc- 
tion thereof. 


(2) Where the damaged acreage is replanted to 
the insured crop in accordance with clause a of 
subparagraph 1, the contract of insurance shall 
continue to apply to such replanted acreage. 


(3) Where the damaged acreage is used for 
‘any other purpose or the insured crop is abandoned 
or destroyed in accordance with clause 0 of sub- 
paragraph 1, the amount of loss that shall be taken 
into account in the final adjustment of loss in respect 
of the total planted acreage shall be calculated by 
multiplying the difference between the guaranteed 
production and the potential production for the 
damaged acreage by the established price per 
pound. 


(4) Where the damaged acreage is not used for 
any other purpose or the crop is not abandoned 
or destroyed after the Commission has consented 
thereto, the amount of loss calculated under sub- 
paragraph 3 shall not be taken into account in the 
final adjustment of loss. 


(5) Where the actual production of the harvested 
acreage is less than the guaranteed production 
for such acreage, the amount of loss that shall be 
taken into account in the final adjustment of 
loss in respect of the total planted acreage shall be 
calculated by multiplying the difference between 
the guaranteed production and the actual produc- 
tion by the established price per pound. 


(6) Where, as a result of barn burn, the insured 
crop or any part thereof is reduced in market 
value, the actual yield of the crop or part thereof 
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so damaged shall be deemed to be reduced in the 
ratio of the price received to the average price 
paid for burley tobacco in respect of the crop 
year. 


FINAL ADJUSTMENT OF LOSS FOR 
TOTAL PLANTED ACREAGE 


3. The indemnity payable with respect to the 
total planted acreage in the final adjustment of 
loss shall be the sum of all loss calculations 
applicable to such acreage, but where, 


(a) the actual production of any harvested 
acreage ; or 


(6) the potential production of any un- 
harvested acreage, 


exceeds the guaranteed production of such acreage, 
the indemnity otherwise payable shall be reduced 
by the amount obtained by multiplying such excess 
by the established price per pound. 


VARIATION IN PLANTED ACREAGE 


4. Where the actual planted acreage of the 
insured crop is less than the acreage stated in 
the application, the insured person shall, not later 
than the ist day of August, notify the Commission 
in writing and the total guaranteed production 
and the maximum amount of indemnity shall be 
reduced proportionately.

REGULATION MADE UNDER 
THE HEALTH DISCIPLINES ACT, 1974 
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NURSING 


1. For the purpose of the election of members to 
the Council, the following electoral districts are 
established : 


1. The London electoral district, composed 
of the counties of Elgin, Essex, Huron, 
Kent, Lambton, Middlesex, Oxford and 
Perth. 


2. The Hamilton electoral district, composed 
of the counties of Brant, Bruce, Grey and 
Wellington and the regiona] municipalities 
of Haldimand-Norfolk, Hamilton-Went- 
worth, Niagara and Waterloo. 


3. The Toronto electoral district, composed 
of the counties of Dufferin, Simcoe, the 
regional municipalities of Halton, Peel 
and York, the Territorial District of 
Muskoka and The Municipality of Metro- 
politan Toronto. 


4. The Kingston electoral district, composed 
of the counties of Frontenac, Hastings, 
Lanark, Leeds, Grenville, Lennox and 
Addington, Northumberland, Peter- 
borough, Prince Edward, Victoria, the 
Provisional County of Haliburton and 
The Regional Municipality of Durham. 


5. The Ottawa electoral district, composed 
of the counties of Stormont, Dundas, 
Glengarry, Prescott, Russell and Renfrew, 
and The Regional Municipality of Ottawa- 
Carleton. 


6. The Northern electoral district, composed 
of the territorial districts of Algoma, 
Cochrane, Kenora, Manitoulin, Nipissing, 
Parry Sound, Rainy River, Sudbury, 
Thunder Bay and Timiskaming.

2.—(1) There shall be an election of members to 
Council not later than June, 1976 and thereafter 
the Council shall hold an election upon a date deter- 
mined by Council that shall be not more than three 
years after the date of the previous election of 
members. 


(2) The term of office of a member elected to 
Council is three years commencing with the first 
session of the Council immediately following the 
election of members. 


(3) For the purpose of the election of members to 
the Council, a member who is resident in Ontario 
shall be deemed to reside in the place shown on the 
general register as his place of residence, and a 
member who is employed in Ontario but who 
resides outside of Ontario shall be deemed to reside 
in the electoral district in which he is employed.

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Treasurers’ Sales of Lands for Taxes 


Each year, municipal and county treasurers compile a list of properties against which taxes are 
outstanding for at least two successive years, which is a period sufficient to permit sale of the owner’s assets 
to reimburse the municipality. These lists are submitted by the municipal representative to the 
Ministry of Government Services for publication in THE ONTARIO GAZETTE. 


The Gazette is published every Saturday. Tax sale lands are included only in the issue of the first 
Saturday of each month. Each property is described so that it may be properly identified. Also shown are 
the amount of tax arrears and costs, and the date, time and place where the sale will be held, which is 
usually in a public building in the locality. Sales are held three months or later following the date of 
publication in the Gazette and are subject to a reserve bid equal to the amount of tax arrears and costs. 


The previous owner may by law redeem the property any time within one year and one day after the 
date of tax sale by paying to the municipality all arrears plus costs levied. Where redemption occurs, the 
municipality reimburses the purchaser of tax sale lands for the amount paid at the sale plus an additional 
amount to be determined in each case. 


If the land is not redeemed in the manner described above, the purchaser at sale, receives from the munici- 
pality a tax deed or certificate which should be registered in the appropriate Land Titles or Registry 
Office. A purchaser should ascertain from either of these offices, information relating to any of the charges 
or liens against the land and consider the advisability of employing the services of a solicitor to determine 
the extent, if any, of his lability. 


The foregoing applies to tax sale lands which were privately owned. In the event the land is the 
property of the Crown as represented by the Province of Ontario, only the improvements on the 
property, such as buildings, may be sold. In this case, an intending purchaser should for his own protection 
ascertain from the local office of the Ministry of Natural Resources whether or not the land or any part 
can be purchased or leased from the Ministry. If it cannot, then the purchaser of the improvements 
would be required to remove them from the land. 


In some cases, land advertised for sale in the Gazette may be bought by the municipality, or the 
owner, prior to sale, may pay the tax arrears and costs.

(a) a solid full width partition between the patient compartment and driver’s area, extending 
upward to sliding windows of transparent safety glass or equivalent, which conforms to the 
standards for glazing materials of vehicles prescribed in the regulations under the Motor Vehicle 


Safety Act (Canada), opening to allow verbal communication between the driver and attendant; and 


(b) easy loading of stretcher patients by means of a door or doors at the rear of the vehicle, and easy 
loading of ambulatory patients by means of a door or doors on the right side. 


5. Any door opening into or out of the patient compartment shall be designed and equipped to permit 
such door to be opened from the inside of the vehicle, and such opening mechanism shall, 


(a) contain instructions for the opening thereof on or adjacent thereto; and 


(b) be designed to prevent inadvertent opening. 
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6. A lap-type safety seat belt conforming to the standards prescribed in the regulations under the 
Motor Vehicle Safety Act (Canada) shall be provided for each seating position in the vehicle, and 


such belt locking mechanism and mounting device shall be properly maintained and in good working 
order. 


7. Every ambulance shall provide, 


(a) adequate comfort and safety for patients being transported with the chassis so sprung as to 
provide maximum riding comfort in the patient compartment; 


(0) adequate temperature regulation and ventilation; 
(c) interior lighting adequate for the care of patients; 


(2) a rear flood light designed and attached to light the area immediately to the rear of the ambulance 
automatically upon opening of the rear door or doors; and 


(e) such storage for the equipment in Schedules 2 and 3 as to prevent or minimize projections and 
sharp edges, and to keep such equipment readily available for use. 


8. Every ambulance shall, subject to The Highway Traffic Act, be provided with, 


(a) a rotating light, (one only) red and white in colour, consisting of not less than three sealed 
beam units, two of which shall be red, mounted on the roof and visible from the front and rear for 
at least 500 feet (150.00 metres), and where the light consists of four sealed beam units, the 
units shall be so arranged as to alternately display colours of red and white light ; 


(0) an audio warning device which shall automatically produce alternate high and low horn tones, 
but no other audible warning sound; 


(c) a public address system ; 


(dz) four intermittently flashing lights, mounted on the roof, one on each corner of the vehicle, the 
two at the front shall simultaneously produce red light only to the front of the vehicle and the 
two at the rear shall simultaneously produce red light only to the rear of the vehicle; and 


(e) one intermittently flashing red light, mounted laterally centered on the hood of the vehicle, 
and so arranged as to project a beam of red light through the rear window of a passenger vehicle 
preceding the ambulance. 


9. The controls for the signals and devices in section 8 of this Schedule shall be readily accessible to the 
driver and operable by him while seated in the driving position. 


10. Every ambulance shall be painted white, with a horizontal dark blue band extending along each side 
of the vehicle, in such a proportion and dimension as is appropriate to the design of the vehicle. 


11. Every ambulance shall display the word ‘“‘Ambulance” in block letters, of red retro-reflective 
material, at least 7 inches (17.50 centimetres) in height, with the lines making up the letters at 
least 1 inch (2.5 centimetres) in thickness, on the rear of the vehicle, and where applicable relative 
to the design of the vehicle, on the front thereof.

(iii) an amount by way of return on 
capital employed by the corporation 
in processing mineral ore or prod- 
ucts derived therefrom, equal to 8 
per cent of the original cost to the 
corporation of the depreciable assets 
including machinery equipment, 
plant, buildings, works and improve- 
ments, used by the corporation in 
the processing of mineral ore or 
products derived therefrom, but

(zd) “‘mineral ore’ includes all unprocessed 
minerals or mineral-bearing substances; 


(e) “‘mining operations’ means the extraction 
or production of mineral ore from or in any 
mine or its transportation to or for any part 
of the distance to the point of egress from 
the mine including any processing thereof 
prior to or in the course of such transporta- 
tion, but not including any processing 
thereof after removal from the mine; 


(f) “processing’’, as applied to mineral ore, in- 
cludes all forms of beneficiation, smelting 
and refining, and transporting and dis- 
tributing, but does not include any of these 
operations that are performed with respect 
to mineral ore before its removal from the 
mine. 


(2) The amount that a corporation may deduct 
from income under clause x of subsection 1 of 
section 24 of the Act is an amount equal to the 
lesser of, 


' (a) the aggregate of the taxes paid in respect 
ofits income derived from mining operations 
in a province for the fiscal year, 


(i) to the province, and 


(ii) to a municipality in the province in 
lieu of taxes on property or any 
interest in property; or 


(0) that proportion of such taxes that its 
income derived from mining operations in 
the province for the fiscal year is of the 
total income in respect of which the taxes 
were so paid. 


(3) Nothing in this section shall be construed 
as allowing a corporation to deduct an amount in 
respect of taxes imposed under a statute or by-law 
that is not restricted to the taxation of persons 
engaged in mining operations. O. Reg. 350/73, 
s. 201. 


PART III 
ALLOWANCES IN RESPECT OF CAPITAL COST 


301.—(1) Except as otherwise provided in this sec- 
tion, every corporation shall, for the purposes of 
clause a of subsection 1 of section 24 of the Act, 
deduct for each fiscal year the same part of the 
capital cost to the corporation of property, or the 
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same amount in respect of the capital cost to the 
corporation. of property, as is deducted by the 
corporation under paragraph a of subsection 1 of 
section 20 of the Income Tax Act (Canada) for the 
same fiscal year pursuant to sections 1100, 1101, 
1102, 1103, 1104, 1105, 1106, 1107, 1108, 1109, 1110, 
1700, 1701, 1702, 1703 and 1704, and schedules B, 
C, D, E, H and K of the regulations made under 
the Income Tax Act (Canada) as such regulations and 
schedules are in force and are applied from time to 
time under that Act. 


(2) For the purposes of this section, the provisions 
of subsection 10 of section 13 of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada), shall not apply to increase the capital 
cost of property described in subsection 15 of sec- 
tion 1102 of the regulations made under that Act. 


(3) For the purposes of this section, where a cor- 
poration has deducted an amount under section 106 
of the Act or under An Act to Promote Industrial 
Development by Means of Fiscal Advantages (Quebec) 
the amount thereof shall not apply to reduce the 
capital cost of the property of that corporation. 


(4) Where the capital cost of property of a pre- 
scribed class for the purposes of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada) is different from the amount that is the 
capital cost of such property for the purposes of 
this Act by virtue of subsection 2 or 3 of this sec- 
tion, the corporation shall, for each fiscal year, in 
lieu of the deduction otherwise required by sub- 
section 1, deduct an amount with respect of such 
capital cost that bears the same relationship thereto 
that the amount deducted for purposes of the Income 
Tax Act (Canada), bears to the deemed capital cost 
of the same property determined for the purposes of 
that Act. 


(5) Where a corporation has, for purposes of the 
Income Tax Act (Canada), included property in class 
28 of Schedule B to the regulations made under 
that Act, such property shall, for the purposes of 
this Act, be deemed to be property included in 
class 10 of Schedule B to those regulations. 


(6) Prescribed classes constituted under the Cana- 
dian Vessel Construction Assistance Act (Canada) 
shall be deemed to be prescribed classes for the 
purposes of clause a of subsection 1 of section 24 and 
section 17 of the Act and the capital cost of property 
in each class shall be deemed to be the capital 
cost of the property in the class as determined under 
the Canadian Vessel Construction Assistance Act 
(Canada) immediately before its repeal. O. Reg. 
350/73, s. 301. 


DEDUCTIONS IN RESPECT OF OIL WELLS, 
GAS WELLS AND CERTAIN MINES 


302.—(1) Except as otherwise provided in this sec- 
tion, every corporation shall deduct for each fiscal 
year the same amounts in connection with the 
operation of an oil or gas well or mine as are deducted 
by the corporation under section 65 of the Income 
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Tax Aci (Canada) for the same fiscal year pursuant 
to sections 1200, 1201, 1202, 1203 and 1206, of the 
regulations made under the Income Tax Act (Canada) 
as such regulations are in force and are applied 
from time to time under that Act. 


(2) Where a corporation has income for a fiscal 
year from an oil or gas well that is outside Canada, 
in computing its income for the fiscal year, it may 
deduct the lesser of, 


(a) the aggregate of drilling costs incurred by 
it in that fiscal year and previous fiscal 
years in respect of the well (not including 
the cost of land, leases or other rights and 
not including indirect expenses), minus the 
aggregate of all amounts deductible in re- 
spect thereof in computing its income for 
previous fiscal years; or 


(b) that part of its income for the fiscal year 
that may reasonably be regarded as income 
from the well. 


(3) Where a corporation has more than one oil 
or gas well to which subsection 2 applies, the allow- 
ance in respect of the drilling costs of each well shall 
be computed separately. O. Reg. 350/73, s. 302. 


ELIGIBLE MACHINERY AND EQUIPMENT 


303.—(1) For the purposes of section 106 of the 
Act, machinery and equipment means property 
described in the following classes contained in 
Schedule B of the regulations made under the Income 
Tax Act (Canada) for the purposes of paragraph a 
of subsection 1 of section 20 of the Income Tax Act 
(Canada), 


(a) property described in Class 2; 

(b) property described in paragraph a of 
Class 3 or 6 that is air-conditioning equip- 
ment, heating equipment, lighting fixtures, 
elevators or escalators ; 

(c) property described in Class 8; 

(d) property described in Class 9; 

(e) property described in paragraph a, except 
automobiles, trucks, trailers or buses, para- 
graph h, except camp buildings, and para- 
graphs j, k, 1, m andn of Class 10; 


(f) property described in paragraphs d, f and 
j of Class 12; 


(g) property described in Class 15; 
(h) property described in Class 17; 


(i) property described in Class 22; 
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(7) property described in Class 24, except 
property that is a building; 


(k) property described in Class 26; 
(2) property described in Class 27, 


and includes machinery and equipment so described 
that is manufactured by a corporation and leased 
by it for use by a lessee or that is manufactured by a 
corporation and used by it in its manufacturing 
operation, provided such manufactured machinery 
and equipment was not included in the corporation’s 
fixed assets or inventory of work-in-process or 
finished goods prior to the 27th day of April, 1971. 


(2) For the purposes of section 106 of the Act, 
where machinery and equipment is manufactured by 
a corporation, the machinery and equipment shall be 
deemed to have been acquired by the corporation 
at a cost equal to the amount that would be the 
cost to the corporation for the purpose of section 301.

PART IV 
ALLOCATION OF TAXABLE INCOME 


401. For the purpose of section 103 of the Act, 
the amount of the taxable income of a corporation 
to which subsection 1 of section 2 of the Act applies, 
that shall be deemed to have been earned in a 
fiscal year in each jurisdiction other than Ontario, 
shall be determined in accordance with the rules 
set out in sections 402 to 412, both inclusive. O. Reg.

taxable income for the year that the aggregate of, 


(a) the corporation’s net premiums for the 
year in respect of insurance on property 
situated in that other jurisdiction; and 


(b) the corporation’s net premiums for the 
year in respect of insurance, other than on 
property, from contracts with persons resi- 
dent in that other jurisdiction, 
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is of the total of such of the corporation’s net 
premiums for the year as are included in computing 
the corporation’s income for the purposes of the Act. 


(2) In this section, “net premiums’’ means the 
aggregate of the gross premiums received by a cor- 
poration in a fiscal year, other than consideration 
received by the corporation for annuities, minus

(b) dividends or rebates paid or credited by the 
corporation to policyholders; and

(2) Where a corporation, to which subsection 1 
would apply if this subsection did not apply thereto, 
operates an airline service, ships or hotels or receives 
revenues that are petroleum or natural gas royalties 
or does a combination of two or more of those 
operations, the amount of the corporation’s taxable 
income that shall be deemed to have been earned 
in a fiscal year in a province or territory of Canada 
outside Ontario is the aggregate of the amounts 
computed, 


(a) where the corporation operates an airline 
service, by applying the provisions of sub- 
section 1 of section 407 to that part of the 
corporation’s taxable income for the fiscal 
year that might reasonably be considered 
as having arisen from the operation of the 
airline service ; 


where the corporation operates ships, by 
applying the provisions of subsection 1 of 
section 411 to that part of the corpora- 
tion’s taxable income for the fiscal year 
that might reasonably be considered as 
having arisen from the operation of the 
ships ; 


where the corporation operates hotels, by 
applying the provisions of subsection 3 of 
section 402 to that part of the corporation's 
taxable income for the fiscal year that 
might reasonably be considered to have 
arisen from the operation of the hotels; 


where the corporation receives revenues 

that are petroleum or natural gas royalties, 

by applying the provisions of subsection 3 
of section 402 to that part of the corpora- | 
tion’s taxable income for the fiscal year that 

might reasonably be considered to have. 
arisen from the ownership by the corpora- | 
tion of petroleum or natural gas rights or 

any interest therein; and 
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(e) by applying the provisions of subsection 1 
to the remaining portion of the corporation’s 
taxable income for the fiscal year. 


(3) For the purpose of section 411 and for the 
purpose of making an allocation required by clause b 
of subsection 2, “‘salaries and wages paid in the 
fiscal year by the corporation to employees” means 
salaries and wages paid by the corporation to em- 
ployees employed in the operation of permanent 
establishments, other than ships, maintained for 
the shipping business. 





(4) For the purpose of subsection 3 of section 402 
and for the purpose of making an allocation required 
by clause c of subsection 2,
